The  circumstances  connected  with  this  terrible  accident,  are 
yet  so  vividly  impressed  upon  the  public  mind,  that  any  attempt 
at  a  recital  of  them  would,  in  this  report,  be  superfluous. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  donations  of  the  public  were 
sent,  and  to  whose  hands  the  disbursement  of  the  fund  was  con¬ 
fided,  having  concluded  their  labors,  respectfully  submit  a  report 
of  their  proceedings.  By  this  disaster,  fifty-nine  persons  are 
known  to  have  lost  their  lives,  and  nearly  one  hundred  were 
wounded,  some  of  them  in  the  most  dreadful  manner. 

The  accident  occurring  in  mid-summer,  and  among  a  class  of 
our  citizens  but  illy  prepared  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  so  sud¬ 
den  a  visitation,  was  the  cause  of  much  distress,  and  called  for 
prompt  measures  of  relief.  In  no  place  could  a  more  ready  and 
willing  response  have  been  made,  or  a  more  liberal  testimonial  of 
sympathy  with  suffering  been  had,  than  here  in  Philadelphia, 
and  the  subscription  made  will  ever  stand  as  a  monument,  mark¬ 
ing  the  philanthropy  of  our  citizens. 

The  contributions  from  abroad,  from  churches,  Sunday-schools, 
and  individuals,  are  most  gratefully  acknowledged.  Their 
amount  attests  how  general  and  wide  spread  was  the  sympathy 
felt  for  those  who  suffered  by  this  calamity. 

The  usefulness  of  hospitals,  in  which  the  injured,  by  sudden 
and  unlooked-for  accidents,  can  be  properly  and  skilfully  treated, 
was  in  this  case  most  plainly  illustrated,  and  to  the  Managers, 
Faculty,  and  Nurses  of  the  Pennsylvania,  the  Episcopal,  and  St. 
Joseph’s  Hospitals,  the  Committee  feel  that  many  of  the  injured 
owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude ;  to  the  skill  of  the  Surgeons,  and 
the  patience  and  faithfulness  of  the  Nurses  in  St.  Joseph’s  Hospital, 
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to  which  most  of  the  patients  were  sent,  many  lives  are  no  doubt 
due;  by  them  much  of  the  intense  suffering  of  the  injured  was

•  mitigated  and  relieved.  We  would  be  wanting  in  our  duty  did 
we  omit  this  opportunity  to  return  our  thanks  to  these  institu¬ 
tions. 

For  the  active  and  energetic  assistance  of  the  President  and 
many  of  the  officers  of  the  railroad,  we  return  our  thanks;  to 
their  influence  among  the  wealthy  and  liberal  of  our  citizens, 
much  of  this  subscription  can  be  traced.  They  did  all  that 
open-handed  liberality  could  do  to  mitigate  the  grief  and  suffer¬ 
ing  caused  by  this  calamity. 

We  cannot  close  our  remarks  without  returning  to  the  news¬ 
paper  press  of  our  city  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  kindness 
manifested  by  them  on  this  occasion.  They  gave  us  the  use  of 
their  columns,  without  charge,  to  promote  the  subscription  to 
this  fund,  and  the  large  amount  received  through  their  offices 
attests,  in  an  eminent  degree,  the  confidence  reposed  in  them.  It 
will  be  seen  by  the  subjoined  account,  that  the  Committee  re¬
